Many of the carters and draymen have whips 
decorated with crape,and in what are usually 
the busiest thoroughfares,such as the Strand, 
Fleet street and Cheapside, many shops and 
allthe daily newspaper othces are partially 
closed. Many shops display large portraits 
of Garfield in the windows. 
The hotels display flags at half-mast and 
have the blinds lowered. The latter indica- 
tion of mourning is also visible at al] the 
royal palaces, at the Mansion House, ata 
number of private residences throughout the 
m¢tropolis and at political and private clubs. 

A majority of the churches are tolling their 
bells. Manyof them helde midday service. 
When the guard was relieved at St. James 
Palace the band under the direction of God- 
frey played the dead march and other music 
of a Similar character. 

AN ANGLO-AMERICAN UNION. 

LONDON, September 26.—The Pall Mall 
Gazette this evening says: to-day when Eng- 
land and America stands as mourners beside 
one grave we may venture to hope that 
the bitter memories, the divid- 
ing animosities engendered by the 
revolutionary war are finally passed 
away and suggest that England and Ameri- 
ca shall endeavor to arrangethe same kind of 
informal union for the prevention of 
inter-oceanic strife. If an European 
concert, despite almost insurmountable 
difficulties, is recognized as a political neces- 
sity, why should there not be an Anglo-Amer- 
ican concert wide enough to include in one 
fatherland all English-speaking men.

e REMARKABLE DEMONSTRATION. 

LONDON, September 26.—In the business 
portion of the West End _ London, 
particularly in Regent and = Ox- 
ford streets, there is hardly a 
shop not showing some sign of mourning. 
There was another remarkable demonstra- 
tion at Dr. Parker’s temple, which 
was crowded to ct tapighe there being hun- 
dreds outside unable to gainadmittance. The 
pulpit was draped with <rape and 
the stars and stripes blended and with 
a magnificent white wreath. Service com- 
menced with the anthem, ‘‘Sleep the 
Last Sleep,”’ followed by the 
dead march, “So Be Thou 
faithful unto Death.” Praver was offered by 
the Rev. Newman Hall, the burden 
of which was: **Thy will be done.” The solo 
“IT know that my Redeemer liveth,’’ was 
then sung by Miss Peeble. Dr. Parker took 
as his text ‘As in Adam all die.’? He said 
the funeral is attended by the whole civ- 
ilized world. It is impossible § to 
recall an instance where deeper 
sympathy has been displayed by one nation 
for another. President Garfield’s greatness 
in life was concealed by his modesty, but 
is now seen by every one. He 
sketched Gen. Garfield’s career, showing its 
wonderful vicissitudes. He had handied the 
world bravely. The throne which knew 
him best was that he has leftin the hearts of 
the people. Asthe next name to that of 
the Queen, that of “Queen Lucretia 
Garfield” stands in all English hearts. Death 
won a poor _ victory compared with 
hers. She behaved with a 
heroism which would thrill the world. At 
the saggestion of Dr. Parker a mes- 
sage expressing admiration and deep- 
est sympathy was cabled to 
Mrs. Gurfield, the audience  simulta- 
neously arising as a sign of assent. 

The service concluded with a solo by An- 
toinette Sterling and hymn, ‘‘Nearer, My 
God, to Thee.”’ 


The Day in St. Louis. 

St. Louis is joining with all other great 
cities in the land to-day in paying a last tri- 
bute of respect tothe memory of the mar- 
tyred President. In accordance with the 
proclamation of Mayor Ewing business gen- 
erally is suspended, the churches are open, 
bells are tolling, cannons are booming, and in 
every section the emblems of mourning placed 
upon house fronts are symbols of the sorrow 
that fills all hearts. 

The gloom that overspread that awful April 
day, in 1865, when the nation was in mourn- 
ing for the tragic death of President Lincoln, 
seems to have settled down again upon the 
country. Inno quarter has the blow fallen 
lightly, and nowhere has the respect due to 
the day been forgotten. ‘The remains of the 
late President will be resting quietly in the 
grave to-night. To-morrow morning’s sun 
will look brightly upon a nation uplifted 
from its grief, ‘and although the 


henored dead will not have been 
forgosten, the Government wili take a renew- 
ed life and the ‘waves of commerce will beat 
wildly as ever against our shores, while the 
winds of trade will carry the sounds from 
bustling martstothe uttermost ends of the 
continent. The stilling ofthe greatest heart 


_in the land has caused but a temporary sus- 


pension of the people’s interest in tbe living, 
and although that heart can never beat again 
there are hundreds of thousands of others that 
will continue tothrob with bright hopes and 
high ambitions, and the now wet 
tears on the nation’s grave will be 
dried forever in the sunshine of to-morrow. 
The first mark of respect to the last ns- 
tional martyr was paid early this morning, 
beginning at sunrise, when citizens were 


awakened from their dreams by the firing of 
a Federa) salute in Washington Park, by the 
Nationa! Guard Battery. e first salute was 
followed by half-hour guns during the day. 
The churecnes began contributing to the im- 
pressiveness of the occasion yester- 
day when appropriate services were 
held by several denominations. This 
morning throngs of devout Catholics 
might bave been seen moving in the direction 
of their respective churches to attend services. 
Every pastor announced from the pulpit at 
yesterday’s masses that requiem services 
would be Leld early this morning, and from 
7 to 9 o’clock the belisikept toliing parishiou- 
ersto worship. The services were of the 
same charactereverywhere. Insome parish- 
es low masses were said; in others 
bigh masses of requiem were sung, 
followed by tbe usual funeral services. 
The altars wore emblems of mourning, the 
priests’ vestments were black, candles were 
lit, brancbes burned in front of the sanctuary 
and a coffin placed upon a pall in the middle 
aisle was a forcible reminder of the awful 
solemnity of the day. The services were gen- 
erally foilowed by short addresses upon the 
life and character of the dead President. 


Down town every first-class business house 
had its doors closed; the streets were bare of 
vehicles, few wagons riage and the 
street cars, those desecrators of all days and 
occasions, seeming to be the only things on 
w heels that universally disregarded the char- 
acter of the day. Crowds were onthe pave- 
ments at an early hour, but there was evi- 
dence in the faces and actions of all that they 
appreciat« d to the fullest extent their duty as 
citizens of a grbef-stricken republic. All 
the city bui'dinzs were closed, and the Gov- 
ernment oflices shut up, the courts held 
no session and the cases on the 
dockets of the «malt lawshops were continued 
over one duv. Indeed, no effort was mnade by 
anybody save saloon-keepers to mar the quiet 
or beauty of the day, and it is recorded with 
p:easure that St. Louis has done as well as 
any of her sister cities in honoring the mem- 
orv of the dead President. 


The afternoon was more distinctly marked 
than the forenoon by its é ~»phases 
and expressions of sorrowing sympa- 
thy. At the noon hour a “national 
solaie wu-~ fired by the United States Battery 
at Jefferson Barracks. At 1 o’clock the Ma- 
sonic organizations of the city appeared in 
procession and the National Guards paraded. 
At 2 o’ctock the churches of ail denominations 
tolled their bells, the fire bells rang out a 
knell, anil for two hours these funeral notes 
rolled out from iron throats to all parts of the 
city. Minute guns were again beard from 
Wushinyton Park, and while the story of the 
nation’s los~+ was boomed and pealed across the 
re-echoing sky, the faithful were again at 
prayers before their respective sanctuaries. 
Nearly «ail the Protestant churches held 
special afternoun services,which were largely 
attended. 

To-night e\ery theater in town and all 
amusement resorts of any character will be 
closed. Vie suspension of business will 
continue, «nd no effort to revive trade will 
be made until to-morrow morning. 

CENTRAL CHRISTIAN CHAPEL. 

Central Christian Chapel was packed toits 
utmost capacity at theunion memorial ser- 
vices this morning. Every seat was occupied 
and every available foot of standing-room was 
filled. The lecture room was filled with 
benches an«l chairs,and these were also filled. 

The chapel! was draped neatly and simply. 
There were heavy folds at each window, and 
abe ve the pulpit wasa large arch with a back- 
ground of black upon which were wrought in 
large white letters the words ‘“God 
reigns unek = the Goveroment at 
Washington still lives.’ The services 
were openedi with Scripture lesson and pray- 
, gg Hoag sang “Rest, weary treart,”’ 

apd Elder Thes, P. Haley of the Firat 
Christian¢ hureh addressed the congregation, 
He said: ““We have met to-dayto pay our 
tribute to the memory of James A. Garfield, 
late President of the United States, and our 
brotner in Christ. I feel how inadequate are 
any words that are at my command to prop- 
erly express the emotions and sentiments 
which are inspired by this hour. It will 
prebably be the pleasure of others to speak 
of Mr. Garfield as the briiiiant scholar, the 
successful General, andthe able statesman, 
; but it will be my purpose to speak 
of him as the Christian man, as the believer 
in Jesus Christ. In 1850, having thought 
much upon the matter, he voluntarilyjunited 
with the Dis-iple or Christian Church, the 
cburch of bis parents. In going to Williams 
College, be did so that he might become as 
broad and generous as possible, and not dog- 
matical and narrow. When he occupied tie 
— be drew large congregations. {+ is 
said that he had cver 1,000 abstracts of ser- 
mons. It was his custom to speak from these 
briefs, filling them up and rounding them out 
as the inspiration of the moment sug- 
gested. Inthe army andin Congress he al- 
ways deported himself as a consistent fol- 
lower of the blessed Jesus. The declaration 
recentiy made in the public prints that 
President Garfield died as a heathen, lam 
glad to be able to contradict. He was sub- 
missive, trustful, and died in the glory of a 
Christian manhood. That his pastor was not 
with him wben he breathed his last is suffi- 
ciently explained by the factthat the reports 
from his sick-room led no one to think 
that he was so near his end.’ 


A memorial hymn had been printe: on 
slips and distributed in the congregation. 
This bymn, entitled ‘‘Gone to Rest,’’? was 
sung atthistime, and appropriate resolu- 
jer em gp by a committee previously 
appointed. 

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN, 


The union memoria] service at the First 
Presbyterian Church, Lucas Place and Four- 
teénth street, commenced at 11 o’clock. The 
handsome edifice was appropriately draped 
in every part, the pulpitand pulpit platform, 
orgen and choir and the galleries surround- 
ing the church. Fully an hour before the ser- 
vice commenced the congregation poured in 
at the Lucas Place and Fourteenth 
strect entrarecr, and by 11 o’clock,*=when the 
low, sad murmuring ofthe organ broke tbe 
impressive silence, pot an inch of seatiog 
space remained, while several hundred stood 
inthe ai-les and vestibules. The various 
Presbyterian churches of the city and the 
Congregational churches were largely repre- 
sented in the mourning assembly, and upon 
the pulpit platform were seated tne Rev. 
Dr. Ganse, of the First Presbyterian Chureb; 
Rev. Dr. Niccolls, of the Second Presbyterian 
Church; Rev. Dr. Brapnk, of the Central I’res- 
byterian Chureh; Rev. Dr. Mafquis, of the 
Lafayette Park Presbyterian Church, aod 
Rey. Dr. Post, the venerable pastor of the 
First Cocgregationa! Cnurch. 

Rev. Dr. Brank opened the service with the 
following praver: 

“QO, Lord! upon this sad day of 
national humiliation and prayer we assem))'e 
hereto bow before Thee, the sovereign di«- 

oser of all events. Thou destroyest and 
‘hou makest alive! The Nation,O Lord, is 
in tears.and we come together to worsulp 
God and give expression to our sympathy and 
sorrow inthis sad bour. We implore Thy 
blessing upon ourcountry. Draw nigh,God, to 
the stricken family of the fallen chief, and 
we pray Thee be with usin this solem ser- 
vice. Amen.’’ 

The reverend centieman then read portions 
of tbe %th Peaim: “Lord, Thou hast been 
our dwelling plece in all generations.” 

The Rev. Dr. Marquis next read passages 
of Scripture specially selected for the ocea- 
sion: “Lord, thy wrath, which is but fora 
moment, worketh for us eternal giory.”’ 

After a selection by the choir the Firet 
Presbyterian Chureb the Rev. Dr. Gaase read

Fighting Witches in Prussia.

Prussia is no doubt a highly civilized coun- 
try, but her northern and northeastern re- 


vions do not appear to be just’ now the most

This 
not unnatural result of lameness and fatigue 
was forthwith ascribed to a spell, cast upon 
the horse by the venerable dame inhabiting 
the cottage, and at alate hour of the same 
evening the indiginant potato-hawker’s 
husband and mother-in-law proceeded to 
haul the sorceress out of her bed and to in- 
flictthe most barbarous torments upon her 
with a view towards compelling her to ex- 
orcise the demon of which she had obviously 
caused the horse to be possessed. They hack- 
ed her fingers with knives, kicked her, trod 
upon her face and beat her unmercifully. 
Her screams aroused the neighborhood, and 
between forty and fifty peasants were soon 
assembled in the poor old woman’s dwelling, 
where they gave ali imaginable encourage- 
mentto her brutal tormentors. One burly 
bumpkin volunteered to fetch a razor where- 
with to sever the arteries of her wrists. An- 
other produced aropeand was adjusting a 
clumsily-tied noose round her neck, with the 
avowed intention to hang her, when she was 
rescued from his clutches by the District 
Physician from Carthaus, who happened to 
be visiting a patient in Stangenwalde and was 
attracted to the scene ofthe outrage by the 
Shrieks of the victim. 


New York’s Vice-Presidents.

Thd fact that Gen. Arthur is the most re- 
cent Vic e-President elected from the State of 
New Yor. recalisthe memory and character 
of the first. One point of similarity holds in 
this parallel- -their clerical parentage. Aaron 
Burr was the . 0" Of a Presbyterian preacher, 
while Arthur’s .f4ther was prominentin the 
Baptist ministry. 1 Well remember the latter 
as aman of both rn ‘PUst body and mind. He 
stood six feet bigb au. 4 Was well proportioned, 
and yet, notwithstann ‘9g his great strength 
and physical developm. “2% he was mild and 
gentile to anextreme. hh & W484 teacher, as 
well as a preacher, and a, cemed indeed best 
adapted tothe first mentie, 2¢4 Office. I re- 
member hearing an address .¥2!ch he deliv- 
eredon this subject, and was *%° impressed 
with the freshness and power ofh, * Views that 
it led to some personal inquiries: He told 


me that he had always loved to teach, and 
bad been toa greater or less degree in that 
service since boyhood. “Indeed,” said he, 
‘when I was a mert boyin Ireland they 
called me the wee schail maister, and I have 
heen at it ever since.’’ He published several 
buoks which indicated his peculiar love of 
research, and one of these (‘‘Arthur on 
Names”) is a wo1k of permanent value. To 
return to our parallel, the first and last Vice- 
Presidents from this State were lawyers and 
were residents of the city of New York. Had 
Jefferson been removed by death Burr would 
pave become President, and his evil destiny 
would have been escaped. All his bad luck, 
indeed, occurred after he reached the Vice- 
Presidency. 

Another point of similarity is found in the 
factthat both were widowers. Had Burr 
reached the Presidency: Theodosia would have 
been eee yearend mistress of the White House. 
Burr had been a widow five years and was de- 
sirous of marriage. Ais daughter joined in 
this desire, for she knew how lonely her fa- 
ther must be after ber union with Alston. 
The latter deprived Burr of his best support 
—the society of a high-toned and sympathetic 
daugbter—and when thus bereaved he be- 
cawe the victim of evilinfluences. Theodo- 
sia was married a month previous to her 
father’s entrance into the Vice-Pre:- 
idency, and, having witnessed 
this gratifying ceremony ske accompanied 
ber busband to his Southern home. The next 
time she met her father he wasa mere refuzee 
who sought her hospitality, being crushed by 
the public vengeance awakened by the death 
of Hamilton. The first New York Vice-Presi- 
dent, indeed, became the most complete po- 
jitical wreck in American history, and hence 
his name will always hold a fearful notoriety. 
He was the only one of our Vice-Presidents 
who was an avowed duelist, and though that 
was one of the sins of the age, it really seems 
strange that so tragic an affair should have 
occurred while he was holding the second of- 
ece in the gift of the people, thus leaving the 
Vice-Presidency stained with blood. 


The Origin of *‘Fanchon.’’

Maggie Mitchell appeared again last night 
at the Grand Opera-house, as Fanchon, 
toamagnificent audience. She was the same 
inimitable, frojicsome little cricket as ever 
that so charmed Landry Barbeaud and his 
eruff old father as to make them forget her 
humble origin and uncouth ways and call 
her wife and daughter. The part of Fan- 
chon was created by Maggie Mitchell many 
years azo, andis now so thoroughly her own 
that, though she has many imitators, none 
have ever succeeded in presenting it to the 
public with anything like her success. How 
she first came lo play the part may be ol in- 
terest to her many admirers. 

Many years ago a modest, unpretending 
little story, translated from the French,catled 
Fadette, was turned out from the pressand 
at once caugh the attention of the public. It 
was acharming story of rustic life, almost 
pastoral in its simplicity of subject and 
treatment. Fadette was quickly translated 
into German—and itis from a translation 
from the German, strange to say, that we owe 
our knowledge of the Fanchon of Maggie 
Mitebell. When first produced Fanchoa, or 
the Cricket, metwith only fair success. It 
was adialogue in five acts. Maggie, after 


having thoroughly mastered tbe char- 
acter of the little cricket, turned 
ber attention to the surrounding:, 


both living and inanimate. Graduaily the 
tediousness of old mother Fadet with her 
endless speeches was extinguished, and there 
arose in the place of theinterminate scold. a 
vigorous old woman with sharp, incisive 
speeches, a character dramaticin the best 
form. Father Barbeaud was next rendered 
compact and forcible. The little cricket her- 
self underwent many a change under the 
quick perceptions and sound judgment of the 
star. To her we owethe Striking and effec- 
tive picture of the grief-strickez, sobbing 
little girl, with ber lover flying from her 
presence, and the villagers, two and two, re- 
turning from the festival, passing the pros- 
trate child and singing their parting song, 
To her genius alone is due the *‘shadow 
dance,” that quaint, mad performance a 
thousand times more effective than the 
shadow dance of Dinorah tor the unearthly 
dance of La _ Giselle. So, also, is the 
introduction off the Maypole dance hers. The 
Crizket was simply a model in clay when it 
came into ber hands. She infused it with the 
fire of her genius, and bade it rise and live. 
And it walks about to-day with a larger vi- 
tality and more lasting and absolute grasp 
upon the popular heart than any mimic 
creation of the age. The little peasant girl 
of Brittany is more widely known to the 
masses than Rosalind or Juliet.

A MUSICAL PRODIGY. 


The Wonderful Performance of the 
Child George Fox at Buffalo. 
From the Buffalo Express. 


On Saturday afternoon a boy of nine years, 
passed in the backwoods of Canada, with no 
advantages of exact training orof mus.cil 
associations, convinced a gathering of local 
musiciaz.s over Wahle’s piano-rooms that the 
days of prodigies are not past. This child of 
nine years—hardly twice as big as his own 
violin—played such works as have been made 
familiarto us by Wilhelmj, Kemenyi and 
Wieniawski, and this, too, without having 
heard them played himself. 

The boy’s name in George Fox, or Fuchs 
(be is partly of German birth), and he comes 
from Walkerton, a village in one of the most 
sparsely settled sections of Ontario. He has 
received some lessons on the violin during 
the year past, his study being confined at 
home entirely tothe exercises. The pieces 
which he plays he has learned almost entire- 
ly himself, and his conception of them is 
wholly his own. The principal numbers in 
his repertoire are one of De Beriot’s concert 

1eces, Wieniawski’s ““Legende’’ and mazur- 
cas, the *‘Elegie’’ of Ernst, and the Chopin 
nocturnes arranged for violin. One of these 
last he spoke of as his favorite. Fancya boy 
nine years old witb a favorite Chopin noc- 
turne! 

Itis not whollyinthis way that young 
Fox shows his musical gifts. His ear is so 
accurate that he can tell instantly and so 
rapidly thatitis difficuit to follow himt he 
noies inany chord or discord that may be 
played, as many notes being taken in as the 
hand can grasp! He canaiso sing any note 
asked for, striking in succession the most 
difficult intervals with perfect accuracy. 
Blind Tom is a clumsy bungler in these tests 
in comparison with this boy. 

Perhaps the fact that more than any other 
argues his genius is his power of extempori- 
zation. Heis still so small as to be unable to 
reach the pedals of the piano, and is a mere 
pigmy when seated atthe grand piano. Yet 
on Saturday he extemporized in a manner 
that many an old player has never been able 
to accomplish, showing, as his little hands 
that can scarcely reach an octave fairiy whiri- 
ed over the keys, a wealth of imagination 
and an inborn sense of harmonic modulation 
and resolutions, of rbythm, form and phras- 
ing that were simply astounding. This he 
continued for probably twenty minutes. and 
oniy ceased on account of the lateness of the 
hour. The most remarkable part of this is 
that he has never taken lessons on the piano, 
and his extemporizing ix simply a gift of na- 
ture, in the use of which he has bad no 
vuidanee. His father informs us that the 
boy at home frequentiv piays in this manner 
for hours, often in company with a vounger 
trother, who seems to be equally gifted. 

We hardly need say how. the performances 
of this wonderful boy were received. To de- 
scribe the scene as an Ovation would hardly 
be an exaggeration. Both ladies and gentle- 
men were aroused to the highest pitch of en- 
thusissm, and yet were hardlyable to ex- 
press their delight, so unusual was the sen- 
sation produced. Itis notevery day that one 
sees and hearsa genius in any field of art. 
Young Fox is accompanied by his father,who 
expects toreturn home to-day. The boy is 
still too young to place under strict training 
anywhere, but will be given every advantage 
as soon as his age permits. He has already 

excited the interest of many prominent musi- 
cians, among them Remenvi and Mr. Pease, 
and we shall doubtless hear great things of 
him at some future day. 


A New England Highwayman. 
Boston Special to Chicago Times. 

The highway robbery which was briefly re- 
ported Jast night from the White Mountains 
turns out to be an outrage of the real Black 
Hills sort. The carriage which was first 
overhauled contained **Frank W. Anarews, 
wife and three sons, of Boston, who have 
Seen stopping at the Twin Mountain House. 
The regular afternoon stage for Glen Station, 
fifteen miles south of the Gien House, left 
shortly after with three passengers, Capt. 
Robert Bayley, Jr.,and wife, of Newburyport 
and John D. Carty, of Boston. All were on 
the outside with tne driver, Henry William- 
son, and just as they reached the summit of 
Spruce Hill, a little south of Glen Ellis Falls, 
they saw an armedljand masked man standing 
in the roud demanding money of Andrews, 
whom he had stopped. Mr. Andrews stated 
that the robber first fired a pistol and then 
exclaimed: *“*Hold up!’ at the same time de- 
manding that he give up his money. Mr. 
Andrews parleyed with him awhile, and then 
the robber exclaimed: ‘“‘Give me your wallet, 
G—d d—n you. I will have the whole of it.”’ 
Mrs. Andrews, who bad put the wallet un- 


der the seat, gave it up with its con- 
tents, about $200. The robber, after 


opening it, handed back some railroad tickets, 
and said: ‘*I] don’t want your tickets nor 
vourten-cent pieces. Give me your pin,” 
said the villain, addressing Mrs, Andrews; 
and she gave itto him, remarking that it was 
worth but little. As hetook it he said he 
would not rob a woman, only she had made 
such afuss. Mr. Andrews was nowjallowed 
to driveon. Thedriver next attacked the 
stage, shouting to the driver: “Your turn 
next.” The driver said, **I am ina hurry to 
catch that train.”? ‘I don’t care a d—nif you 
never getit,’’ retorted the robber, the same 
time advancing towara the stage. Mr. Carty, 
who saton the seat with the driver, sugvest- 
ed to him tocome down upon the robber. He 
was then inthe middle of the road. He be- 
gan firing either at the horses or at 
the diiver and pas-eogers upon. the 
stage. The horses became fractious and be- 
gan to rear and plunge about. He then seiz- 
ed the leaders by the reins, but was compel- 
led to relinquish his hold. A second attempt 
was made, and he was forced to let go. In 
the meantime Mr. Carty fired a small pistol 
at the robber, but the ball did not hit him. 
He then turned aside and entered the woods. 


The stage passed on, and went rapidly 
down Spruce _ Hill, at the bottom 
of which it stopped. the leaders 


having broken the whiffletree. They were 
let loose and driven ahead of the stage the 
remainder of the way to the station. The 
robber was dressed in a blouse, with a belt 
around the waist, in which was a pistol, in 
addition to the one he had in his hand. He 
wore over his face a gray veil, which hung to 
his waist, and he had the appearance of bhe- 
ing a large, stout man. Capt. and Mrs. 
Bayley state that they saw two other men 
with slouched hats over their faces standing 
in the woods, one on each side of the road, 
not far from the stage, and they supposed 
them to be confederates. As soon as the 
Stage reached Gien Station, Mr. Milliken, 
proprietor of the Glen§ House,was notified by 
telegraph of what had bappened. He gave 
orders to let no teams pass, and set a watch 
at every road, so as to intercept the robber, 
if possible. Many think he has a large store 
of provisions,so as to enable him to subsist 
for several Weeks in the woods. Gov. Bell 
has been telegraphed asking fora reward to 
be offered forjthe apprehensioa ofthe robber. 
The driver acted with great coolness, and is 
entitled to much credit for his bravery in 
confronting the robber when be fired upon 
the stage, 


Primitive Agriculture. 
From the New York Times. 

Consul-General Schuyler sends from Bu- 
charest an account of the very primitive agri- 
cultural metheds in Roumania, where he 
thinks there is an opening for American agri- 
cultural machines and implements. Accord- 
ing to the authority of Mr. Grant, an Ameri- 
can engineer resident there, the majority of 
the plows used are simply a curved branch of 
a tree pointed with a piece ofiron. There are 
five steam plows, but their creat cost, diffi- 
culty of repairs, want of drainage systems to 
remove soft spotsin the field and the weak 
bridges will prevent their consider- 
able use. There are no barns for storing un- 
thrashed grain, and the newly cut crops are 
therefore, stacked in immense piles; the old 
way of thrashing was bytreading out by 
horses’ feet, but now 150 steam thrashing 
machines of English make have been intro- 
duced by a single man, and they go from vil- 
lage to village, doing pay all the work. 
The use of harrows is by no means 
universal. Seed is sometimes covered 
by the time-honored method of dragging a 
tree-top behind a pair of bullocks; some- 
times it is sown broadcast and covered by the 
plow. Drills or sowing-machines are coming 


—— 


into use, but even with them the soil should 
be harrowed beforehand. Cultivation of 
maize and potatoes is very slack. The 
‘shovel plows” used in this country for 
cleaning weeds and grass from between the 
rows are absent; hence the hoe must be used 
instead, but the hoe 1s so heavy and cum- 
brous that the weeds have pearly full swing. 
In handling hay and other crops wooden 
forks made from forked brush-wood are 
used, with which about half as much is 
lifted as with the iight and effective Ameri- 
ean steel fork. For potato-digging, awkward 
steel shovels, made by gypsy smiths, take the 
place filled by the light five-pronged steel 
‘‘notato hook” of this country, which has 
twice the speed of anv previous implement. 
The sickle still cuts grain. Reaping-machines 
have been used somewhat, but as the peasants 
renerally refuse to bind behind them, insist- 
ing thatif they hire to bind they must also 
cut, the self-binding reaper will have to be 
irtroducedin order to effect any general use 
of machinery in this work; when this is 
attained, much larger areas can be devoted to 
grain. 


GENERAL SHERMAN. 


Simon Cameron the Originator of the 
Story of His Insanity. 
From the Army and Navy Journal. 


Recently, as we observe, the story has been 
revived that the report in the early days of 
the war of Gen. Sherman’sinsavi‘y originated 
with Henry Villard. That is true to this ex- 
tent: When Simon Cameron, then Secretary 
of War, left Gen. Sherman after an interview 
at the Galt House, Louisville, he told Henry 
Villard that Gen. Sherman was crazy. Vil- 
lard reported this statement of Cameron’s in 
a private letter to Murat Halstead, of the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial, and Halstead rushed it 
into print. Among the witnesses to Cam- 
eron’s interview with Gen. Sherman was 
Samuel Wilkinson, then a correspondent of 
the New York Tribune, and one not very 
sparing of criticism of those who came within 
the scope of his pen. Sitting one eveningin 
his room attte Gait House, where Cameron 
met him in the early duys of the war, Gen. 
Sberman gave us a detailed and most mter- 
esting account of that interview. Cameron, 
it appears, asked the General to describe the 
military situation in Kentucky, as it was then 
at the outbreak of the war. 

‘*Mr. Secretary,” responded the General, in 
substance, glancing around upon Catmeron’s 
companions, ‘what I must say to you ought 
to be in ofticial confidence.”’ 

“It’s all right, General,” remarked the 
Sceretarv: “these are my friends.” 

That was no doubt true, but thev were 
newspaper correspondeuts as well, and Gen. 
Sherman not only found his contidential state- 
ments concerning the critical condition of 
military affairs in Kentucky reported on the 
house-tops, but had the pleasure of being 
stigmatized as a lunatic because he asserted 
that 100,000 men would be required in cer- 
tuin contingencies to make good his hold on 
Kentucky. 

But Secretaries of War were as ignorant as 
the rest of them in those days, and as ready 
as others to repeat such yarns as this concern- 
ing Gen. Sherman, and that set afloat concera- 
ing Gen. McDoweil, of all others, that he was 
a drunkard—a man so exceptionally and su- 
pernaturally abstemious that he not only 
never drank a glass of spirituous Jiquor, but 
has refrained all his life from both tea and 
coffee. 

No doubt these stories originated partly in 
some personal peculiarity which the gossips 
seized upon as the basis of their stories. Gen. 
Sherman was accustomed, for example, in 
those days to pace up and down the corriders 
of the hotel where he stopped with his hands 
behind his back and his trow bent asif ab- 
sorbed in thought. Butthe lunatics turned 
out to be, not men like Sherman,who compre- 
bended from the beginning something of the 
magnitude of the contest, and were absorbed 
with the responsibilities it imposed upon 
them, but the jaunty journalists and critical 
critics Whose ‘fOn to Richmond’’ cries re- 
vealed the insanity of the hour.

CHURCH BELLS. 


Some of the Miseries They are Said to 
Bring Upon London People.

Bells, especially church bells, ought to be 
very much obliged to poets. Had it not been 
for them itis probable that the large class 
whom suffering has driven to submit the ex- 
tensive and remarkable prerogatives of those 
instrumexts to the cui/ono test would by this 
time have made their position much more un- 
stable than itis. But the poets have gone on 
about bells insuch a way that it 1s almost 
sacrilege for plain poople to question the un- 
bounded benefits of beils. Alisorts of belis 
have they gloiitied—matin bells,evening bells, 
village bells, convent bells, marriage bell-, 


passing bells, even dinner bells. Of some 
of them they have stated that 
many a _—_—itaie their music tells, 


of youth and hope, and that sweet time when 
last they heard their soothing chime, as they 
callit. Otbers they have praised for their 
soft music, falling atintervals upon the ear 
in cadence sweet, if we areto believe them. 
They have lamented the fate of people who 
never heard the sound of the church-going 
bell, or sighed atthe sound ofaknell. Soft 
bells, pensive belis, sweet bells and the like, 
is theirgeneral talk onthis topic. The bell 
invites me, says even Shakespeare—indirectly. 
As for the curfew, the tocsin, the alarum, the 
trip'e bob-major and other varieties, their en- 
thusiasm has known no bounds, aud has oec- 
casionally led them to express 
themselves in terms which in _ their 
cooler moments tney probably regretted. 
Without impeaching Wwbatever charm there 
may be in the peal of a church bell floating 
up some rural valley amid sunshine and 
morning calm,it is undeniable that, in spite 
of poetry and sentiment, belis are in several 
ways an extremeiy usfflictive institution. 
Take an average city Sunday, for example, 
when it seems as if some privileged bell- 
fiend had given the order of “Ring out, wild 
bells, to the wild sky,’”’? and the wild bells 
had taken him at his word. One poet has 
affirmed that when the bell strikes **one’’ we 
take no note of time. Perhaps; but we are 
competled to doit when the bell strikes not 
ove, but one hundred or one thousand, 
and when one hundred or several hun- 
dred bells commence striking all to- 
gether. Horribie is the result when note and 
clangor incalculable in number and diversity, 
from the boom of a Big Ben to the clatter of 
the meeting-bouse bell, are in a moment 
hurled uponthe human tympanum in one 
discordatt roar. Toen is the time to realize 
the most excruciating form of the corruptio 
optimi pessima and learn what sweet Dells 
jangled out of tune cando. In vain has the 
tan-bark orthe straw been spread upon the 
street and the knocker wrapped in the glove: 
the weary sufferer writhes upon his pillow 
as the tide of church din surges in upon his 
brain and fills every nerve with agony. 

And when itis remembered that the three 
fierce choruses of universal “*Ding-dong”’ that 
call the leisured and the healthy to forenoon, 
afternoon and evening prayer are far from be- 
ing all that must be taken account of, but 
that from dawn to twilight almost every quar- 
ter of an hour is made doleful by some harsh 
and meta!-throated solo rung out on one ec- 
clesiastical pretext or another, whether with 
irrita ing slowness or harrowing rapidity, by 
some local tormentor, it may be understood 
in what sense Sunday is a day of rest to the 
invalid, the careworn, or the stay-at-home 
population. Woe betide the man, too, who 
dwelis within ear-shot of a cemetery. ‘‘Si- 
lence that dreadful bell!’’ must often rise to 
his lips as he waits for the next blow of the 
hideous monotone that never stops, while the 
figure of that melancholy priest, in his dingy 
surplice, endlessly reciting burial services 
over coffins that come and go, forces itself 
upon his imagination and makes coatinuous 
thought or Jabor a torture or an impossibility. 
By what argument can the church justify it- 
self for visiting the community with this 
plague of bells? 


In Love With Little Mario.

Celia Logan recalls the visit of the Baroness 
Burdette-Coutt’s to America, whither she 
followed the once famous tenor, Mario. At 
that time the Baroness was nota young wo- 
man. nor was she even handsome. She looked 
irom thirty to thirty-four vears of age. Her 
features were thick and irregular, her com- 
plexion muddy and of thick texture. She was 
of medium height and exquisitely molded, 


iaving especially tine rounded, sloping 
shoulders, over which  she_ invariably 


wore atruly regal camel’s hairshawl. She 
always dressed plainly in a dark silk or cash- 
mere dress, and every night that Mario sang 
Miss Coutts sat in the stage-box entirely 
a one. She was dressed so simply, her man- 
ners and appearance being so unassuming 
and the reverse of striking, that opera-goers 
of that day took iittle notice of .her beyond an 
occasional surmise as to who she was. She 
would sit half-concealed by the curtain the 
whole performance through with a rapt ex- 
pression on her fave, as if she was fairly en- 
chanted with the tones of the heavenly 
tenor. 

The performance over she would stand a 
few moments as if waiting for the recall, and 
as Mario would nearthe stage-box she would 
bend on him a look full of admiration, which 
he returned, while Grisi’s black eyes flished 
tire onthem both. Then Miss Coutts would 
glide away to her carriage. 

Miss Logan continues: Tothose behind 
the scenes in those days this romantic story 
wis well known—the ties that kept Mario 
fast chained to Grisi, even when he had wear- 
ied of ber, and would ‘gladly have changed 
bis lyric honors tc becomethe husband of the 
rich Englishwoman who had come so far not 
to lose one note of that heaven-given voice. 
Apart from his divine gift of song, Mario was 
one of the handsomest men ever born, al- 
though he was a triile undersized. Grisi, too, 
was a perfect type of a_ lovely 
Italian—eves and hair like his dark 
as midnight, and in person beautifully form- 
ed, although at this time she was stout and 
somewhat passe. Although the trio was

Stretch- 
ing forth her arm to the fullest extent, she 
pointed directly to the box in which the lone 
iady sat and thundered forth, “Thou yet 
shalt feel the anguish which has broken this 
poor heart!’ ario turned his back on Grisi, 
and Miss Coutts drew further behind the 
curtains. The words, beingin Italian, were 
not generally understood by the audience: 
but the verdict was that a more splendid 
piece of acting had never been given by any 
Yrie artist. 


Garfield’s Religious Views. 
Cleveland Special to New York Times. 
President Hinsdale, of Hiram College, in 
the course of a conversation, was asked as to 
Gen. Garfield’s religious views,and especially 
a3 to his connection with the ministry. He 
ssid: “Ibeard Garfield preach as early as 
1853 and 184, and also more or less frequently 
until August of 1861. I have often heard him 
sneak on religious subjects inthe church 
Hiram up to the time he left there to go 


| 


Mentor, but not asapreacher. Anyone to 
near Ga) field talk for an hour, a half an hour 
orevena whole evening, not knowing the 
man weliand the stand from which he spoke, 


might get no idea at ali of his views 
on the topics discussed. He was 
wonderfully attentive to the views of 


others, and would listen patieutly and with 
pleasure. He was forever investigating things, 
and would see the salient points and striking 
things in a religion ard yet not bein danger 
of conversion to that religion. You sav that 
the Spiritualists claim that be believed as 
they do. I know nothing that would lead to 
such a belief, and so far as my knowledge 
goes he was by no means that way inclined.’’ 
When asked as to the story sent out sinee 
Gen. Garfield was shot that he had always 
expected to die at 49, President Hinsdale 
said: ‘‘I never heard anything of it andI 
don’t believe it. I know that when he went 
into the army he expected that he would be 
killed. I was once riding with him from Hi- 
ram to Mantua, after he bad enlisted and be- 
fore he had gone tothe army, and be said to 
me that he would never come home alive. 
Said he: *The bitterness of death has passe: 
to me.’ ” 


When asked as to Gen. Garfield’s reported 
superstition, he said: “There is, I know, a 
foundation for such stories, but they de not 
come fiom any superstition on his part. He 
was curious in that way, and it was curiosity 
more than superstition that led to it. He had 
a long string of things that went by 42. There 
were 42 in tbe class in which he was cradu- 
ated at Williams. His regiment wa« num- 
bered 42. When his little cirl died in 1863 he 
measured ber for burial, and told me that she 
measured just 42 inches in length. There 
were lots of those coincidences, and 
he had a wonderful ingenuity in work- 
ing them out. For instance, I have 
been with him at a hotel where he was 
given room No.67. Ife would say: ‘Do you 
see that? Six times seven would make 4.’ 
He had a check given him at the depot num- 
bered 1,246. He would say, ‘See there again. 
One and two make three, three and four are 
seven, and six times seven makes 42.’ But 
then any one that bas ingenuity can get things 
of that sort. I have no doubt that Gen. Gar- 
field had an unshaken and abiding beliefin a 
heresfter. The last time he spcke in Hiram 
in the chureh he told of a conversaion he 
had with a noted infidel, and he went on and 
gave expression as to the blankness and dark- 
ness On that doctrine there was in the life of 
man.”? 


Died at the Age of 125 Years. 
From the West Tennessee Whig. 

Mrs. Nancy Tims,of whom mention-was 
made in these columns three weeks ago, and 
whois perhaps the oldest living being, is 
daily growing more feeble. and it now seems 
quite evident that she cannot much longer 
survive. Many of our citizens have called to 
see this venerable woman since her arrival 
bere a month avo, and have listened with 
eagerness to her recitals of the long ago. Far 
one and a quarter centuries Mrs. Tims has 
been a living witness to passing events. She 
was present at the battle of Brandywine, 
fought 104 years ago the 11th of this month, 


and assisted her mother to 
mold bullets for the use of 
the Americans in that contest. Her sixth 


and only living child, a son,is now ninety 
vears old, and is a resident of Texas. . Her 
voungest child, also ason, was accidentally 
killed in Weakly County, in 1543, at the age of 
twenty-five years. This wonderful lady, of 
such unusual longevity, is of small stature, 
perbaps never Weighing over 100 pounds, and 
until the past fifteen vears, since which 
time she has been helpless, she exercised 
freely, doing wbat her bands found todo. A 
prominent gentleman of this country, him- 
self well advanced in years, remembers that 
fifty vears ago Mrs. Tims was a very old 
woman. 

Since the above was written Mrs. Tims 
died, and was buried on Wednesday even- 
ng.

PRESIDENT GARYVIELD’S remains are to- 
day being laid to rest forever in Lakeview 
Cemetery, near Cleveland, O. His casket 
woes to the grave loaded with tributes of the 
Nation und the lanrel leaves which he had 
wort 10 life were almoet hidden beneath th® 
mass of iramortclics that loving hands heaped 


high above his pillow. Every great citv in 
the land sent its representatives to Cleveland 
to take their places among the mourners, and 
from ocean to ocean the Continent is blacken- 
ed with emblems of grief. Funeral belis have 
tolled ten thousand knells and minute guns 
have added their loud and solemn voices to 
the sounds of sorrow. Church and State join 
bands and the people’s hearts go together in 
making the tribute to the martyred President 
as grand and impressive as the occasion de- 
manded it should be, while countries across 
the seas are moved by the Nation’s tears to 
sorrowipg sympathy that is expressed in 
numerous consolatory messages. Oace more 
quiet reigns. The dead continues to sleep, 
and the wheels of government mote on.

Every business man in St. Louis is beginning 
to feel the effect of the constant failure of 
our Fire Department to meet and com- 
bat the gentleman who is so poetically 
referred to by raw reporters as ‘the fire 
fiend.’’?’ If Mr. SEXTON lacks both men and 
machinery to protect the city, then he must 
be provided with means, even though a pub- 
lic subscription be necessary. Our own opin- 
ion is that lack of discipline and tntelli- 
gence in the department, rather than lack 
of means, is at the bottom of the trouble. 
The editorial writer of the Republican.may go 
on for years, riding to mill with a grist in one

The insur- 
ance companies are threatening to withdraw 
from business here or increase their rates. 
All of them have shortened their risks.

Why is it the casein St. Louis?

IN A CISTERN. 


Otto Halsteen Ends His Life by Drowa- 
ing—Other Cases. 


Mrs. Anna C. Halsteen, living at No. 744 
South Second street, awoke this morning and 


found her husband missing from the 
room. About half an hour i pre- 
vious she had given him a dose} 


of medicine and he at the time complained of 
his head. She ran into the yard and saw the 


cistern door open. The truth dawned upon 
her at once and her frantic cries awoke the 
neighbors. Charles Reis came to the woman’s 


assistance. On the paved yard he 
found & man’s shirt within a 
few feet of the cistern door, which 


is on alevel with the yard. After sounding 
the bottom for some time, he found Otto 
Halsteen’s sody in the water. The police 
were called in and the body taken from tae 
water. Coroner Frank held an inquest to- 
day. The deceased was a Swede,and 
a laborer by occupation. For 
several weeks he has been suffering 
with lung fever and despuired of his own re- 
covery. Last night he was in his usa! 
spirits when his wife retired. About 3 
o’clock she gave him the medicine prescribed 
by the attending physician, and after 
a few minutes’ . sleep she awoke 
put did not find the sick man at her side. 
Shortly after he received his medicine he left 
the room, and walking down the stairs jump- 


ed into the cistern, which is 
situated a few feet away from the 
bottom of the steps. Several of the 


neighbors, who were aroused by the man’s 
‘wife, testified tothe fact that they saw the 
body in the water. Halsteen cameto this city 
from Sweden only a short time ago and could 
speak but very little Engiish. He leaves a 
widow ard an infant. After hearing 
the testimony the Coroner’ rendered 
a verdict of ‘‘suicide, by drowning in a cis- 
tern, while suffering with illness.’’ 7 

An inquest on Frank Kenney, an infant, at 
No. 3213 N. Thirteenth street to-day, reveal- 
edthe fact that death resulted from con- 
vulsions. 

Francis Meyer, a maleinfant, died sud- 
denly this morning at 121 Eim street of chol- 
era infantum. The Coroner was notified of 
the death.

The courageous application 
and expression of rinciple = Which 
makes Gladstone in England entered 
largely into Garfield’s life. There 


are incidents of his life from the tow-par) 
upward which reveal his courage and se/f- 
denial for principle. His expression turned 
a convention upon a question of repudiation, 
Garfield possessed the second element of 
greatness —excellent ability of speech and ser. 
During his military career he showed thut 
be bad all his energies at command. Who 
would forget those words of Gartield whic) 
stillead the tempest of sentiment in New York 
upon the occasion of the assassination vears 
azo? Anotberthing belongs to greatness, 
and that is gentieness. He possessed a great 
healt as well as a great head. The na- 
tion had scaricely obtained a glimpse of 
the Jovingness in Garficid’s nature, except 
upon that one occasion at Washington, when 
the newly inaugurated President turne:| 
upon the platform to embrace bis aged 
mother. His family knew it and all those 
who were broughtin close association with 
him. The nation grewto know him when 
the wretched assassin had (lealt 
his blow, and the long days and weeks 
of suffering held it in anxious suspense from 
hour to hbour. Garfield’s memory is stil 
electrotyped in the fine gold of a nation’s af- 
fecticn. Death is a breat artist. It sets up a 
statue that malice cannot touch. In America 
we have statues, not of the chisel, 
but reared in the affectrons of the 
people. Let Garfield’s statue stand 
and let there be buried to-day the sordid, 
self-seeking endeavors of bastard statesman- 
ship, the overreaching efforts of ambitious 
men who want the nation to serve them 
rathertban they should serve the nation. 
The country’s memorial tablets can not be 


removed. Strangers from forcign lands are 
welcome to our shores and a share 
in the blessings of the coun- 
try, but they are not entitled 


to obliterate the memory of the father and 
the father’s land.” The remarks of Dr. 
Ganse.which were eloquent and well-chosen, 
cannot be given in tull for want of space. 
They w@re admirable utterances creating a 
deep impression upon the vast congregation. 

The Rev. Dr. Post madea few impressive 
remarks, alluding to the former memorial ser- 
vice 15 vear ago, when he took part in the 
same euifice at an expression of great sorrow 
under a national agony of pity and wrath.

The State Campaign in Mississippi 
and the Control of the Ballot. 


General West, of Mississippi, a veteran 
politician of the South, passed through the 


city yesterday on his way home to enter vig- 
orously into the State campaign. A POsT- 
DISPATCH reporter had a few minutes’ chat 
with the General at the Planters’ upon 
the political status in Mississippi, and 
he reported in substance as foliows: “A 
joint canvass is going forward 
and the parties are actively at work for the 
State election in November, but it is difficult 
to forecast the result. The Greenbackers and 
the Republicans have the same ticket in the 
field,with Benjamin King at its head for Gov- 
ernor. The Greenbackers first met in con- 
vention, aftirmed the principles of the party 
and nominated a ticket recommended bv the 
Republicans. The latter met, af- 
firmed the principles of the party 

and nominated the ticket adopted by tbe 
‘sreenbackers. Lowery is the Democratic 
nominee, and the sole issue is the ballot. So 

Jong as the ballot remains in the hands of the 
Democrats a full-strength vote will never be 
polled in Mississippi. I am free to say that 
the masses of the Democracv in the State are 
in favor of a fair election, but this cannot be 
said of the men who manipulate the 
elections in the cities and towns, 
Such a condition of things does not exist in 
any other State as the dishonest control of the 
ballot in Mississippi. The Conservative co- 
alition arises from an honest desire to crush 
out this condition of affairs. The Green- 
backers’ vote throughout the State will reach 
perhaps 15,000. It is difficult to estimate 
the full strength of the Republican 
vote, but if the ballot was cenducted 
squarely it would be a prettv even contest in 
Mississippi. The sole issue of this campaign 
is the ballot, and it will be an up-hill fight to 
remove its dishonest control.”

It is a matter of fact that Chief Sexton, of 
the Fire Department, has not spoken to As- 
sistant Chief Michael Hester since the latter’s 
appointment, nearly two months ago. Hester 
was not Sexton’s choice for the place, and, 


while apparently bowing to the will of the. 


Mayor, he has been quietly making things 
remarkably warm for Michael; at least that is 
the story told by those upon 
the inside of the department. Chief Sexton’s 


organ has followed up this squeezing-out 
process with the charge that at the last Collier 
fire Hester did not understand how to turn 
on asecond alarm and thus added largely to 
the losses of the conflagration. There has 
been a great deal of public dissatisfaction and 
criticism upon the manner in which this fire 
was fought, and the effortis being made to 
concentrate all of the blame upon Hester’s 
unlucky shoulders. 

Chief Sexton was out of town at the time 
of the fire, Assistant Lindsay was laid up 
with a sprained ankle, and consequently. the 
department wenttothe blaze without any 
head. The blame for the mismanagement 
cannot fall upon Hester properly, for there 
were four assistant chiefs on the ground— 
Tennelle, Bame, Shockey and Brennan—each 
of whom ranked Hester and each of whom 
would certainly have resented any direc- 
tion or guidance on his part. or 
on the part of any of the others. It is one of 
the defects of the defective St. Louis system 
that no arrangement has been made as to reg- 
ular grading of rank in the department. 
With Sexton and Lindsay absent the force be- 
comes amob armed with rotten hose. Mr. 
William Hobbs. the fire Guiteau of St. Louis, 
did his best to reduce the hedpless companies 
to order, and the fact that the fire was put 


out atallshould be credited to him. He 
would have been still more 
succeesful had not two or 


three engines with their furniture followed 
the lead of the well known painter, **Crazy”’ 
Ward, and this still further demor#lized the 
department. In all seriousness Mr. Hobbs 
seemed to be the only person on the ground 
who could do anything with the men, and 
he deserves considerable credit for his thank- 
less work. 

A reporter called on Mr. Hester this morn- 
ing and asked if it was a fact that he did not 
know howtoturn on a second fire alarm. 
“Of course it is not true,’’ 
he said. a admit that I 
made amistake at the box in the excite- 
ment of the minute, and pulled the hook in- 
stead of tapping the lever properly. But 
that mistake made no difference, because, as 
soon as the signal was received at the office, 
asecond alarm wasturned on there. Hil- 
gendorfand others deny this, but 1 cannot 
find anybody else who turned ona second 
alarm,and itis a fact that it was turned on. 
Iseethat Mr. Euston says he met me and 
gave me some direction about the manage- 
ment of the fire in the works. I 
am quite positive that he is mistaken about 
whom he met, for I have no recollection of 
seeing the gentleman at ail. It was impossi- 
ble to stop the fire going south, for it ran that 
way faster than a man could walk, and noth- 
ing could stop it.’’ 

‘You are getting a good deal of blame in 
this matter.” 

‘Yes, and I don’t think it is quite 
fair. I was not in command. 1 did 
the very best Icould. That was the first big 
fire that has happened since my appointment, 
ard I naturally looked to the older chiefs to 
assume tbe direction of things.’’ Hester knew 
nothing of any feeling against him, he said, 
in the department, and felt quite confident 
that any inquiry into the conduct of tbe tire 
would completely exonerate him.

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A SERIOUS CUTTING AFFRAY.

FELL IN. 


The Rear Portion of the Old St. 
Nicholas Caves In. 


- — 
—_— 


Narrow Escapes from the Tumbling 
Building—Losses. 


The entire rear portion of the old St. Nicho- 
las hotel fell at 9:25 this morning with a 
crash that coulds be heard for several 
squares around/ The building is one 
of the oldest in the city and is situated 
on the west side of Fourth street, between 
Morgan street and Franklin avenue. The 
hotel business has been discontinued for 
more than a year, but a portion of 
the upper’ stories is occupied’ by 
John D. Williams, who runs a_ board- 
ing establishment, called the Adams House. 


Onthe ground floor Julius Morrisse keeps 
a hardware store, and next door was vacant. 
About 9 o’clock this morning Charlie Kinea- 
ly, a young fellow who is employed by Mor- 
risse, noticed a crack in the _ rear 
part of the store, and on closer 
examination noticed that a partof the wali 
had tumbled in. He told the other em- 
ployes, and soon the rear portion of the store 
was vacated. J.T. Carney, a boarder in the 
Williams House, wasjust going upstairs to 


bed, when Kinealy ipformed him 
of the condition of the building. 


and Carney rushed to notify the people up 
stairs. He succeeded in arousing several of 
the boarders who were yet asleep, and just as 
they had made their escape, the whole rear, 
wing came down. The portion. which fell was 
five stories In height, 100 feet long on the 


alley, but nearly 80feetin depth. The de- 
bris fell down in a _ heap, _ bury- 
ing the rear portion of Morrisse’s 


store and entirely blocking up the alley. 
The force of the concussion was such as to 
blow out the front doors of Morrisse’s store 
and force in a partofthe side wall. Charles 
J. Flugger, the book-keeper, in attempting 
to escape from the store, was caught by the 
glass and received a severe cut in fhe head. 

The entire rear portion of the store 1s caved 
intothe cellar, and Mr. Flugger says that 
$6,000 worth of goods is buried in the wreck. 
It is impossible to tell how much of this is 
lost until it bas all been dugout. Up stairs, 
the boarders in the Adams House had a nar- 
row escape. 

Williams had the rooms in the portion that 
fell all furnished for boarders during Fair 
week, and was expecting arich harvest. He 
loses all the furniture of the furnished rooms 
as well as that of the kitchen and dining 
room. He estimates bis loss at $1,500. Mr. 
Williams declares tbat the building was 
weakened by the improvments being made in 
the adjoining wing of the house by Barnes & 
Morrison, the builders, who are remodeling 
the place for an insurance company at Hart- 
ford, Conn. The only death caused by the aec- 
cident was that of adog belongingto Willams, 
which was tied in oneof the upper rooms. 
When Mrs. Williams heard of the dangerous 
cendition oftme building, she started up to 
release the dog and was kept back with dif- 
fieulty. A moment after the building fell. 
Several of the boarders had narrow é3éipes. 
J.I. Carney lost his trunk, clothes, watch 
and M0 in money. 

Pbil. Fogertv rusbed from his room just as 
the floor gave way. Jesse Storms, Frank 
Curtis and others lost all their property. If 
the accident had occurred a iew hours eariier, 
when the lodgers were in bed, several lives 
would bave been lost. 

The building is owned by Mrs. E. Nelson, 
of St. Paul, Minn. R. D. Lancaster & Uo. are 
the agents. Mr. Flugger, Morrisse’s book- 
keeper, saysthat the Fire Department has 
been frequently warned that the building 
was unsafe during the last three months, but 
that no inspection was made, nor Was any at- 
tention paid to the complaint. 


YESTERDAY’S FIRE. 


Burning of a Picture-Frame Factory— 
The Injured Men Doing Weil. 


Atafew moments before 1 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon the picture frame manufactory 
and finishing establishment of Philip Scholz 
was discovered to be on fire. Officer Schmidt, 
after finding two fire alarm boxes out of or- 
der, succeeded in sending in an alarm from 
the third, No. 386. The manufactory is lo- 
eated at Nos. 113 and 115 Bremen avenue, 


and consists of a two-story frame main build-, 


ing, 25x85, and a wing to the west,léx24. How 
the fire originated is unknown.  Shor'ly 
before the fire was discovered the proprietor 
and several of his emploves had been in the 
work-room. At12:35U0 they ali leftthe build- 
ing and at that time there was no tire appar- 
entin any part of the establishment. Ten 
minutes later flames burst from the windows 
on the first floor and smoke poured through 
every crevice of the main building. Mr. Scho z 
was burned out about a veur ago, and after a 
number ofannoying delays had just beyun 
operations again. His business Was incre is- 
ing rapidly aud he had detremined to 
take out a new insurance policy 
on the Ist of October. The frame 
building and the dry materials which it con- 
tained furnished excellent food for the 
flames, and two-thirds of the main buuldine 
and about one-half of the wing were consumed 
before the fire was checked. The lossis about 
$1,500 on the factory and $2,000 on frames,
